BY DR. TELCKMANN (Counsel for SS): 

Q Er. Witness, bofore passing on to the new subject which I will 
deal with in ny questions, I have one moro question which refers to tho 
exanination carriod on yesterday, On the occasion of the Submitting cf a 
docurent originating fron a cavalry brizade of the SS. I was afroid, as I 
pathor fron cortain statenents, thot th's brircade might be mixed up with the 
cavalry storm troops of the Qenoral SS, I Graw ine attention of the Hich 
Tribunal, in this connection, to thé bocstimony given by witness von Boikowski- 
Bidau bcforo the Commissicn and T norely beg to be allowed to ask this witnoss 
in which way the cavalry troops of the General SS differ fron the formation 
which i hevo just nenticned, 

À Cavalry storm troops of the C— ral SS were Special units of the 
General SS just as, for instance, the motor storm troops of the General SS were, 
They had nothing whatever to do with the later cavalry units of the Ylaffen SS 
which wore not built up on the strenpgth of these cavalry storm troops, 

Q Hore in this Courtrcom a dreadful moving picture has been shown 
deseri^i*^ *he strocities in coneentration camps, It has been alleged by tho 
Prosocution tha* *ho conditions were tho outcome of a consequent policy of the 
SS. Can you, as a high ranking judge, cofino your attitude with reference to 
that ellocotion? Did the le;al syston of the SS, for instance, gain knowledge 
of thoso cvonts, and if SO, did it ronain silent? 

A As far as the consequent policy of the SS with reference to tho 
atrocitieos as to conditi:ns shown in those pictures, there can bo no questi cn 
whatsoovere In concentration canunps frightful cruelties wore conritted but tho 
film showed the outcone of tho total coliapse of the German Reich and its 
influcnee upon eoncentration camps, That noans that it dces not represent their 
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normal condition. Normal conditions wore absolute? ly different. I cancertainly 


pass Julgzent on that point becauso the legal system of the SS and the pclico 


was using all means et its disposal, 
TiE PRESIDENT: Is the witnoss Speakinp from personal observation of the 
concentration camps? 
D:. PELCKMANN: Yos, Mre Frosiccnt, he is just d out to oxploin that, 
NESS: I can pass judgment on that subject because the lopal systen 
of the SS and the police was using evory ^eans at its disposal, somotimes even 
overstopp?iny its cwn authority to Sícp these cruelties by leral means, Je had 
investigoting commissions in theso concontration camps who reportod to mo 
rope^todly about the conditions in tho canpse 
If the legal system of tho ^^ 4 ^ xe police had been in a position to 
take steps against such conditions thon that was only so becouse here wo were 
not concorned with a constant policy of the SS but with crininal perpetraticns 
of individual persons and small Croups and also individual highly placed 
Superiors but these were not conmitted by the SS as an organization. In order 
to fight a ese orires and in order to clean the SS of such criminal 
ocane activo, 
(te from a docunent already subnmittod 
by tio Prosecution. It is the Prosecut?on dcounent E-168, 
It is a letter from tho SS Economic Central Adninistrative Department, 
Sub-departrent for Concentration Camps, reforence (b), your Honor, Wo are 
with instructions givon to tho first nodical cfficors in 
concentration canps.

Jt. IEICK'UNN: Unfortunately I an not ina position to toll you-at the

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in that docurent, it Says amongst other things: 


"ith such a hich death figure the numba2r of detainoos can ncver be 


brought to tho lovol Conanded by tho Roichsfuehrer SS if Oooth firuros aro eg 
ich as this, Theo first nedical c... ..icer must use every noans ot their 
disposal in order to reduco the dosth rato in the various canps to a considerable 
extent, It is not the best nedical officer in a concentration canp who 

believes thzt by undue hardship he must stand cut, The best medical officer 

is tho nan who, by means of supervision and exchange at the varicus places of 
Work, achieves the figures which aro as high as possible, 

"Medical officers in tho canps should supervise tho foedinz of the 
prisonors moro often than beforo anc with the approval of tho administration 
they shculd subnit succestions for in»ic venents to the camp comnnandant, Naturally 
thoy rust nct nrerely te ^n papor but carp nedical officers should chock them 
regularly. Apart fron that, tho nedical officers ought to see to it that the 
Workino conditions at the various places of work shculd be improved as much 
&S possibloe It is necessary for thot reason that nedical officers should 


inspoct tho places of work thoroughly and convince themselves as to the working 
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"The Keichsfuehrer SS has ordcrec that the death rate ust 5o reduced 
at all costs," 

THE IRESIDENT: Dicn!t you uncerstani that wo don't wish to have -- 
Con't you hear ? 

DR. iELCKMANN3 Yos, 

THE ri&ESIDENTs: The Tribunal has indicated to the Prosecution they 
Gon't want to hear those documents read which have already been put in 
evidence, an?! there you are readin, every word of this document.

BY DR. i,ELCHÁANNS£ 

Q, Dià you, Mrs Witness, know anything about the question whether such 
orcers were àctually obeyed in concentration camps ? 

ác he investinzating commission of the Chief Deyartment of zho Le. al 
Systen of the SS had rcyje2tecdly confirmed to ne Curzin: personal reo;crts 
that such orders were in fact put inot practice inside tho caups.  Thoy 
reportec to me that the accouodaticns, the hygiene, the ;i:cical supervision 
and the feedinc anj àalso the treatnent -f thc cetainess wes good in most 
parts. The same appliec tc the physical appearance of the prisonersg They 
also confirmed that the strict prohibition of il treatment of detainees was 
repcatedly make known in thc camp, and was, in fact, o»soervec, 

The picture .f concentration camps ii their normal state is, therefore 
quite a Cifferent one seen fro. . "olie. ihe cleanliness and the development 
of the workin; progras without friction becomes apparente 
If crimes vere committed in concentration camps, they then occurred in such 


a manner that they remained hidden frcn the cutside worlco, even from the 


inu.tes of thecamp in fact, and as far as they were not participating in them, 


they coulc not have observed theme 

THE ] RESI ENT: ire you saying that ycu personally received this letter 
or that you hac those facts beforo you ? 

WITNESS: From these investi;stin , commissions I received reports which 
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were put before me personally, anc from these reports I was 25le to gather 
tho facts which I have just stated. 

THE rRESIDENTs Jiell th.n, you knew in December 1912 that 70,000 
arrivals in concentration camps, out of 136,000, had &ied did you ? 

WITNESSs* No, that wasn't known to me at the time, I shall have to 
Sup,.lemont my testinony by statihz an answer which was to cccur in connec- 
tion w th à later question, namely that the Chicf SS Court only dealt with 
theso investi.atinc commissions during the seconc half of 19h3 in ofder 
to Ciscover criies committed in concentratic-n eamp8g 

THE ;KESIDENT$ I thouzht you sai? in answer to my question, "These 
facts were known to me," 

Go on, Dr. relcknonn, 

Di, ,LLCK^ANNe In tnis connection, I cCraw the attention of the Tribunal 
t2 supplement the Tribunal'!s kncwle?ge to my affióavit SS Nos, 65 to 67 which 
in its entircty, and in aecoràiance v.th my application, has been translated, 
It was su*nittecd by à juüge who 1e these investi ations, and it reports nu- 
mnercus further details. 

ZY Di. rEICKZANN:? 

Q« To what extent di? the ic,.«l system of the SS cperate the logal system 
in concentration camps ? 

Àe  Jurisciction cof the legal system of the SS cic not include detainees 
in concentration caaps, Responsibility for those was entircly uncer the 
orcinary German legal systene. To a certain extent the proceeCin.s óid come 
uncer the S8 lesal system, even concerninc political section wh: were in 
concentration caupse his is su»ject to the fact that tho investi atinz de- 
partent of the RSHAÀ would havepreforence in tis connectione  Qvar?s and 
mei;bers of the Komaancant stoff in concentraticn camps come uncer tho 
Jjurisciction d? the lezal system to its full extent and to the «extent of ccurts 
irtiale 

Qe You have alreacy nenticned, Mr, Witness, that the prosecution of crimes 
in concentration caajs *osjan in 1913 as far as the legal system of ycurs was 


conecrnoCa Whon in 1913 ? 
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ÀÁe It was curing thà second half of 19h3. It was then that the lecal 
Systen on the occasion of a caso cf corruption azainst the former Cainp 
conmanéiant Koch, found traces of crimes which had been cormitted in other 
campse It was from that inment that the lc.a1 system becane active, 

Qe "hen how is it that the legal system became o,erative so very late 7? 

Á. lnere Were So-callec legal officers &ttachecd to concentration campse 
Thoy were carryunz out Supervisory activiti.s. These le;al o:ficers, who 
"Uere the instrunonts of the judzes in question, hac the task in connection 
with any crimes that mizht occur to produce so-called reports cof evicencee, 
These reports woro then submittoc to the courts in orcar to enable them to 
,PoSccutc the crines, 

TH: iRESIDENTs I donft think he gave an answer to your question at 
alle Your question was 3 How was it that it was so late as the second 
half or 19h3 that these investigatin comnssions becan to become active ? 
He cicn!t answer that question at all, 

DR. FELCK4NNs$ Your Lordship, the witness hasn't quite finished, I 
was merely puttinz an intermediary question. In his further rerly it will

Qe lC these lozal cfficers come uncer your jurisdiction in the Chief 
Department of the SS lezal system, or the SS lezal system senerally, or 
uncer wh.se juriscicti-^n cic they come ? 

Àe "he lezal officer i8 not come uncer the crganization of the legal 
Systom but he was andfficial of tho Supreme Jucge, in whose hands there 
wore the investi:zations, 

qe  Woll then, who was that in concentration camps ? 

Ae In the case of concentration camis, it was in thc hands of Oswald 
Pohl whc was mentiohed yesterday, 

Qe  Ncw, will you r1easo continue to answer tho questione How dia it happer 
that tho lc.al system learned of the atrocities eo late ? 

Àe he reason was that earlier the legal system hacn't haà any suspicions, 


&n- that in turn was iue to the fact that these lo.al officers, durinz the 
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years until 1913, were continuously supportin;, such reports on evidence to 
the courts.  Thnoso rej;orts on evidence were worked out most exactlye In the 
case of any unna&atural deaths of Cetainees, they contained phctozrarhs of the 
place of the crime, medical reports, statomonts from witnesses, both cetainec 
anc guards, anc that Work was carried out wit» such exactness that thc 
SusPicion coulànft ariso that here, behind the backs of these legal officers, 
crimes coulc have been comnittedea 

These evidence reports which were su^mitted led t5 a judicial sentence 
against the criminal in evort case, ani such sentences continued throuchoóut 
all tho yearsSe 

Qe Micht not the cvidenco reports have been forged, end mizht not the 
actual conditions have been covered up in that manner ? 

Ae That is partly the case. I have Just sai: that during the second 
half of 19lh3 we ccmmenced with investigations in the camp of Buchenwald, 
In 19hl we had carried out such an investi. ation in Buchenwalo, which, howewe 
had no result, 

Purinz the later investization, in 19l3, it was in fact ciscoverec 
that in 19hl the Komiandent, Kcch, haJ used fcr$ed reports, forged witnesses 
ané forged medical re,orts which ha. Ceceive? the investigatin: juges, 

Tnon we carried out invosti:;ations in other camps, and on tiat occasion 
we Cisccveredà that in cther comps these evicence rejorts had been in order, 
Qe Now will you Llease cescribe to us tho further acvances made by the SS 
loe:al system azainst crimes in concentration Camps e 
he Tho traces ani clues in tho camp of Buchenwaldà were manifecld and they 
lec us to many camps. he subject was crowinz frcm month to month, It was 
discovered that thc organizations wh: were carrying out investi;ations on ber 
of the legal system wero utterly unsuitable for carryinzs out such a purely 
criminal investicatione It was Decause the legal System, characteristic 
for à military legal System, lacked the fundamental structure and that was 
an authority capable of carryinz out criminal prosecutionse 
For that reason, judzes, wore sent to shcrt courses, recoivinr criminal 
training and simultaneously, in ccllaboraticn with the RSEÀ, exports from thc 
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Reich Criminal iolice Department were brought into the investigation of 
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Such commissions wore attached to many camps, ^n3 they were working con- 
tinuously until the collapse. Tho Chiof Department of thc SS Local Systom 
as such crente? & speci^ol court for Special purposes which had almost ox- 
clusivcly thc task of 4ealing judicially with thesc crimes committod in con- 
contration camps, In tho Chiof Department of the SS Legal Systom, which was 
thc control 2irooctinc departmont of tho leral system, a special chief depart- 
ment was crcaitod fron which invostications which werc poing on in concontrntioi 
o^m»s wcerc superviscó contrally. inc the task of thc Chicf Staff Leral De- 
portmont was taken ovor by this Qopartment, 

Q« Now, in ordor to suumarizo briofly, what was tho outcomo of tho 
fircht arninst crime in conoontration comps by tho SS lozol systomn? 

4. Altorcthor, approximatcly 800 ce^ses wcrc invcsticatod. Four hundred 


of thoso oicght hundred casos bogan by cominr into the court nnd 200 out of 
tz [i 


those 400 wero dealt with by ^ judicicl sentence.  Amonr tho casos uncor 
nvostirction thoro were »roccodincs against fivo commandants ^f concontration 

o^mps, »roccedincs against two comman?is to bo complcted; and a doath sentence 
by shooting was n"assod, 

Q« Di? your oommission encounter anv üfficulties on the occasion of 
these investiprations? 

4« The most considorablo diffic l5iss wc7o put in tho way of thoso 
commissions.  Thosc difficultics 5 igin-t20 wii Folhb, who was using cvery 

-cevount any furthcr advances 

from boiny mado br thosc irvostirat n" cown.88sion, a'vnnees into the actual 
matcriol of tho naturo of tho orimos. ln that maüvter, tho Lozal System, after 
boin: unable to mako any advanecs, onc having to loosen every poice of ovi- 
Conoc from tho sccrocy of tho mattor, was forced to work togothor with de- 
toinoos. In nlmost cvory camp such commissions wcre noctivc.  Thore wore 
confilonec mon who wcro recruited from &amonz the detainoos, who worc submittin: 
matoricl to the invoesticatinc judges. But then it was equally cCifficult to 
tct thosc detainees to cooperatos boozuse if their activitios worc afraid of 
being destroyed, 
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Qe But could you not then remove these obstacles by moans of reports, 
say for instance, reports modo to Himmler -- Pohl, ans far as I know, was 
Ciroctly subordinnte to Himmlor -« so that Himmler could havo givon him 
corrcósponding; ordors? 

4^. Pohl did not act cs cooperativcly as that. As far ns thoso matters 
Wcrc concerned, ho actodü as if ho woro supporting the invostipratinr work of 
thc loral system with all his force, oxactly as if ho wero in favor of it; 
an^ it was in that mannor that ho roportod the matter to Himmlor.  Aftor we 
pointed out to Himmlcr tho somewhat Coubtful role »layed by Pohl, in rcality 
Pohl was combatting with a1l tho moans of his tremendously poworful »osition 
the invostirations wo woro making, and ho was workinr with tho dotainecs hand 
in rlovo, ns we have proved on thc strcongth of theevidcence, 

In order to show you one outstanding example, I will tcll you that in 
1941, when our first investigation took place in the concontration camps at 
Buchenwald in that field, as I havoc Coscribed, he wrote 4 let&or to the camp 
comm^n?ant Koch, which I hsvo road mysclf, The contents ^f tho lotter were 
the followines 

"I shall uso all tho powor of my position to nrotoct you if once ngnin 
an unemployed lawyer is fixinr his honchmen's hands towards your immocont 
white charactor," 

Pohl continued to act in that mannor, because he was not only caurht 
up in the dcath machinery of tho concontrati^on camps, but to o similar ex- 
tont ho became tho most corrupt person in the cntire Reich, somcthince of 
which wo found evidenco towards the end of the war, evidonco which we obtain- 
ed throurh vari-^us proccodings acainst organizations which hc honded in »ri- 
v^to business. 4s hoad of that criminal clique, he actually b5rourht it about 
with the French that tho systom of confidence men amonr tho detainees should 
be destroyod, a system which ho knew might endangcr his own person, 

One of our confidenco detaineos in thc camps of Sr^chsenhauson by tho 
nomo of Roto was lock up by his ordorg, onc by means of an ordor from the

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about, this detainco w^s to bo hanged publicly bef^oro thc

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Q Did you, towards tho cond o? 19hh, got anywhere noar tho actual 
complox of criminally mass oxtorminations? 

A It was clcar at the ond of 1l9hl thet orders fran abovo had to be in 
existence, but that they were concernod vüth mass extermination to a tromendou: 
degree wasn't recognizablo even thon, 

Q Vho, according to the outcono of your investigation vhich you have 
Just describod, was responsible for thecrimes which had bocomo known? 

À Of tho highest suporiors, Pohl, and noxt to him tho formor chiof 
medical officor of the SS and Police, Grawitz, anc noxt to him tho Chicf of the 
Gestapo, iiucllor. ^ Over and abovo that, Comuandants of concontration camps, 
monbors of tho Commandants! Staff, nodical officors in concentration camps, anó 
io à vory considorablo dogroeo, criminal dotainoecs in th ncontravion camps, 

Q Tould it thereforo bo corroct to Soy that all membors of tio scctions 
of persons which you havoc just mentionod participatod in tho c rimos without any 
differonco? 

A No, that isn't right. Iho invostications which we carriod out 
" provod clcarly that cortain camps woro porfoctly in ordcr, that not cvory 
commandant vas a crininal and that nany inonxbors of tho commandants! 
nothing about crimos. Tho samo appliod to modical o officcrs, but that most 
of all tho guards in concentration camps had nothing vhatovor to doirith thc 
crincs bocausc thoy thensolvos woro unablo to gain insight into tho ovcnts 
inside concontration caups. 

Q Zarlior you doalt with tho caso of tho concentration can» comauandant 
of Duchonwald, whosc nano was Koch. Ho has alrcady bcon mnontionod in this 
court rooun.  Somotimc carlicr tho prosocution had ellogod, vitn roforoneo to 
anoxanination of tho doteinco called Blaha, that Koch had bcon sontoneod for 
enbezzlonont and tho nurdor of throo dotainoos. Tho vay tho »rosccution 
describod tho situation was that at that timo tho SS court had sinuply bypassod 
thc nunorous romaining casos of killings. | Is that correct, as far as you 
kno? 

À No, that is not corrcct. Tho sourco of the procoodinc:s azoinst Koch 
Was a caso of corruption, which was yot anothor roason : hy ho vas sontoncod to 
dcath, | Tho actual contonts of tho findings against Koch and tho rcason for 
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his bcing sontoncod to doath was thc Syston of murdor invented and pursued by 
Koch in many casos. This type of findings had to be choson because so many 
crinos committed by Koch wcre on rocord comuittod vory recontly whereas traces 
had*bcen eliminated so that it would have taken many months, in fact yoars, 
if these individual cases had been cleared up -— if they could havo been clear«c 
up at all. It was for that reason that we vero acting, using tho shortest 
possible evidence, in order to stc; Xoch's activitios at once, and it was for 
that reason that these three cases were takcn ups, being typical. Ho was 
sontencoed, hosever, because of the syston of murdor adopted in tho concentrat:i 
caup of Buchoenwald,. 

DR. PELCKiANN: The testimony of this witness about thoso evonts is 
supported by the affidavits SS 65, 6h, 66 -— I beg your pardon —- yes, 66, 67, 
68 and 69. Please, would you bo good onough to strike off 60; 68 doos not 
apply; 6h, 65, 67 and 69.  Theso affidavits como fron the investigating 
judge. Tho invostigating Judge, Dr. ilorgon, ought to appoar hero as a 
witnoss, Unfortunately, it was only at the boginning of July that ho arrivod, 
Just beforo the hearings bofore tho Comunission worc torminatod, and I haven't 
boen ablo to proparo him in timo for his oxomination. I have subnittod his 
affidavit, howovor, and tho High Tribunal will no doubt bo ablo to judgo whctho 
it might possibly bc necessary to hcar this man as a vitnoss sinco wo aro horc 
concornod with tho most important nattors. 
BY DR, PELCK;ANN: 

Q What vas Himmlor's attitudo with rogard to thoso invostigations? 

À When tho crimes wore discovorod at PBuchonwald, at tho ond of 19h3, 
Himnlor vas givon a rcport on tho mattor at onco, Himmlor was currontly kept 
informod about tho progross mado by tho pbroccodin;s,.  Himmlor displayed 
considerablo. activity. ^ Ho himsolf ordorod that thc investigation was to bo 
carriod out in tho strictost mannor. It was only with his authority that it 
was possiblo to as much as pass through tho gatos of concontration camps. In 
tho niddlo. of 19ll, an ordcr to tho contrary from Himmler suddonly appoared, 
Ho, as supronc judgo of thc SS Logal System, ordorod that the proceedings 
against Koch should bring to an ond any judicial investigation insido 
concentration camps. — Koch would bo sontencod to dcath and ho would bo 
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publicly hanged before the detainoces. Pohl was to direct the hanging 
personally and he would speak appropriate words to the guards, whovould f211l 
in. The remaining porpetrators would report thoir crimes voluntarily and in 
thc event of such a voluntary report he might possibly repricvo thon. Anyone 
not reporting in time could only oxpoct dcath through judicial sontoncc. Tho 
chicf of the main departmont of tho SS legal system rojected this ordor from 
Himnlor. ^ Ho did not, however, achievo a final docision fron Himazlor, but 
Himnler tolcratod it in tho futuro that further proceedings woro thrown out.

tho broadest basis. Orders which woro nocossory for tho purpose encounitorod 
Pohl's continuous rosistanco and thcy voro issuod, thorcforo, by tho porsonal 
judge of tho Ecichsfuchrer, and that man not cvon Pohl succeeded in bypassing. 
DR. PEICKMANN: Tho doctails of this dramatic play bctwoon Pohl, 
Himulor and tho SS logal syston aro also cscribed in Dr. Morgon's affidavits. 

Q Did you, lr. Witness, discover noasures, in tho courso of thoso 
investigations, or ordorsfron Hinnlor or Hitlor rogarding the biological 
extormination of Jowry?

wor woro still in their initial stagos; but Hoess and Eichmann woro namos , 

as far as wo woro concorned, just liko Brovm or Jones, No one could possibly 
expoct that bohind these men there woero hiding the henchmen of à drcadful 
System of oxtormination. When, at tho ond of 'lih and the boginning of 'l5, v« 
Wero approaching tho &ctual cxtont of crinos in concontration canps sonowhat 
noro closcly, whcn we disgovoerod that crinos voro being carriod out by ordor, 
this systconi of dofense between Pohl, liuoller ond Grawitz still appcared 
incredible, bocauso if actual ordors fron abovo had boon avaiiablo and carriod 
out by theso throo porsons, thon it would havo boon casy for thon, no doubt, 
to go to Himuler and to demand tho exclusion of tho legal syston fron those

Qe Well now, I have takon somo time tc read that docunc:nt as that is a 
characteristic illustraoticn of the fact that the SA anc SS abominations in 
the caups were protocted by the highest authorities of the Third Reich, is 
that not so ? 

Àe I must say to this cCocument that it is fro» the year 1933, at à tine 
whon the concentration camp Dachau was not manned exclusively by SS men. 
This document incicates that the rroseuction cf the Court of Appeals in 
Munich ha& notiec that some persons in protective custody had been inrdered, 

Qe Arc you sugsostinz that conditions improved after the SS men took 
ccmumploté eharge cf runninc the canp ? 

Ae I should like to Say that these were indivicual cascs fron the year 
1233, which &re contsined in this document, This cocument does not, however 
incieate zeneral concitions in the concentration camuss, ,articularly in 
tie con.ng yeers, 

Qe Dià y.u know that thc :Mffon SS was mikins quite a prcfitabl. business 
out of killin people in concentration camps ? Dic you know that ? 

Be I vant ycu to lock at the document D-960, whizh will be Exhibit 
GB 560. It isa very short cocument, this cne, It is headod : 

"Waffen SS , Natzweilor Concentration Camp, Ccmmandant!s office —— 

2l :iorch 1913, Concentration Camp Natzwoiler. 

Bill to tho Sccurity iolice and SD, Strassburg, 

For tho twenty oriscnors oxecuted and cremated in this concentration 
Camp, costs amounting to 127 Reichsmarks, fivo pfennig arosee, Tho Ccpman- 
dant!s office of the "atzweiler Concentration Camp requests thc Porly dispatch 
of the above mentioned sum," 

Tho tarrif for killinc was vory low in Natzweiler, wasn!t it, six marks 
38 pfennig for esch dea man ? Did you know that monies were being paic to 


the uaffon SS for activities of that kinc ? 
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Àe Noe As I understsnd it this 'ocument does nct show that "tber, The 
concentration camp commandatur hoi. '"ises the stamp "Waffen SS", 

I must refer to whot I said yosterdays that tho term "UVoffon SS" is 
misleading to the extent that the concentrstion camp Systcin was an indcepon- 
dent police arrangement, This document seoms to support my statconont, 
since it shows that this terriblo bill here was sent to thc Seucrity iolice 
again to an executive corzan, 

Qe Just à moment. Assuming that the Security Police paid this bill, 
where woulé the money have zone to ? It would have gone back to Natzweiler, 
What would have happoned to ite  Wouló it have been crédito? to tho funis 
of the Waffen SS or not ? 

À. The Comsandatur of te concentration camps, inclucdinz Natzwoiler, 
settle! their bills with the Reich 2nd not with the SS, I cannct say how it 
was uscd axdà for what jurpos it was spent ,$ 

Qe You have no knowledze of the "inancial arrangements of these camps 
vis a vis the Waffen SS, heve you ? If you have nct thst sufficos for me 
for the monent, 

Àe No, I kncw from ny octivity in the ss court à little about the economic 
suborcination of the concentration camps anc as to this point, I know that 
the commanüaturs of concentration camps settle2 their accounts Cirectly 
with thc azencies of the German Roich when not connecte? with ther treasuries 
of agencies of the Waffen SS , 88 Sv^h, 

Q»« Witness, ;lease, no. you saic in ycur testiusony th&st the guards in 
concentration camps hoc not comütte? crines, that whcevor else was res- 
ponsible, rohl and one or tw: others, cortzinly it was not the SS guardse 
Werc you serious when yov said th2t, witness ? 

À. In order tc clarify a misundcrstan'ing, I should like to make it clear 
here that by guards, in the sense -f wy testimony, I m.ant only those persons 
who guarded & concentration camp fr^. the outside in ccntrast to th:se 
members of the concentration camp on the ccmmeandatur's staff wh. zuosrded 
the internal installations of thc campe 
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Qe But botn those categorios of guards werc SS men, were thcy not ? 

Àe Às I have lareacy saicg they belonged to the so-called nominal

First of all I want you to lock at document D-92h, which will givc 
you & picture of the humanity an. etnical attitude of SS zuards, 
using à phrase which you used yoursslf vis à vis the S8. It is GB 57. It 
is a repobt this time from a Dutch source of the evacusticn cf the Rchns- 
Qorff camp to Theresianstadte 

The first paco is a statenent by reter Lanzhorst, vho says : 

"I àn an exepolitical prisoner anc I have been detained in vari:us 
priscns and c^ncentration caips, finally in the Hchnscorff dampe 

"At the approach cf tho Allie? armies this camp was evacuatoó? and the 
prisoners abcut 2900 men, were put on transport fr.m RKehmsdorff tc 
Ineresianstadt, 

"Mostly these prisoners were Czechs, ioles , iussians , ani Hungarian 
Jews, wnile they were only à few Dutchmen among them, 

"Of these prisoners only some 500 actually reached TLhoresisnstact; 
the others were sbmnply killed cff Curing thc transpcrt by the so-called 
'shot in the neckf, 

"The corposes were throvm into mass zraves which were filled up 

gfterwardsg,$" 
Ihon I need not trouble ycu with the rest cf thc statement but you 8ee a 
further statement with regard t- that matter by Baron von Lamsweorde of 
Amsterdam, who was on this transport who says, at the end cf the second 
paragraph 1$ 

"On the l2th of November 19lh, I was $mpriscned in the concentration 
camp RehmsCorff where I stryed until my escape on April 20, 19h5,. t the 
approach of the Allied Forces, tho Camp at Rehmsdcrff was evacuato? in 
/meat haste 2nd the political prisoners of this camp ver ansyr.rteo t 


the camp Theresienstadte 
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"At first the prisoners woro transported by train and in goods-vans,. 
We arrived by train at Marienbad, whoro, for causos I do not know, ve had 
a dolay of about one week, Tho vans wiuh tho prisonors wor: kept standing 
at tho station, In the courso of that Woek Allied borbers attacked the Harien 
bad station and in the confusion score 1CO00 priscners escaped into the 
Surrounding woods.  Naturolly tho sniire loc al servico (tho S«Se, Vollssturn, 
end Hitler Jugend) was set to work to recapbture tho esfaped prisonors and 
practically all prisoners, who of courso woro their cenp-clothes md coulaá 
easily be reccgnized, woro ro ceptured. These prisoners, about a thousand nen, 
woro led back in rroups to l'arionbad s jation and there they vere killed by 
the SS guards by a shot in the nock, As both encines of tho train had been 
wreckeod during tho air attack, the prisoners had to walk all tho iay back 
fron llarienba? tc Theresienstact, 1ong then vero unablo to Co 8o fahr, 
and fell down alonz the road, tot :uste25; without exception these 
prisoners were murdered by ihe ; "S by a shot in tho neck, That eveninr 
their bodies were removed by lorry and buried in nass-czroves in the woo 
And he says he thknks that ho cc uld identify whore it 
to assist in tracing then.  Tanen the transport stortod I heard tho SS guard 
saying that 45^ total nunbor of prisoners arx jd to 27175, Only scne of 
these prisorers £&ave roacaic "uevesionstad others wore nurdorod 
during tho t«^onsoort Noa» Zonosió02, about lboreters fron qiero esienstadt, 
I myself osc?ne1. ino load-r of tko vor: nc was tne SS Oberschorfuehror, 
Schmidt, one of ito hencamen of 3n» "nWweid, who also there behaved in a 


most scandalcus way towards thc prisoners, and who was lknown to bo a sadist," 


Do you still say that the S8 guards portrayed tho characteristics of 


decency? 

À I should like to enphasizo thot I did not say that tho SS ruarcds 
had the cheracteristics cf SS ner'erse I said thst our investigations showed 
that the criminal conplex cf crises in eoncentraticn carps vere connitted 
by nenbors of the connandanteurs and that vo found no evideneco that the 
cuards had any part in tho, 

Q Iot ne show ycu ancthor Cocurent, Docunent D-959, GB 571, which is 
a report to tho Ministry of tho Intorior of tho Czechoslovak Inopublic, 


I want you to turn to pace 3 of tho report: 'fCrimos committed xy tho nenbters 
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of the Allcemeine SS and the Waffen SS." 

"The crimes committed by the members of the SS troops apainst the

The Provincial Court publico prosecutor at the Provin- 
cial Court, Munich ll, was instructed, in aecordance with 
the decision of tho Council of Ministers, to continue tho 
proceedings insediately and with all energy and to bring a- 
bout the clearing up of the incidents as Soon as possible. 
He will apply for Court investigations and see to their be- 
ing coupletoed rapidly--in the case of Franz and Katz inne- 
diately, and in the case of Handschunch after the arrival 
of the files fron the political police, who have been reques- 
ted to return then. Ho (the public prosecutor) has been ins- 
tructed to keep tho State Ministry of Justice inforned about 
the course of the procoedings and to produce the files with 
an attached report abcut the result of the investigation and 
with the intendoà further &ction in the e2S0, after the conu- 
pletion of the investigation.

During the intorrogation, you, yourself, said in 
the course of your investigation in lator years, hushing-up 
of matters was discovorod by you, It is for that roason I 
would like to ask you once moro, is it corroct that you in 
the courso of your investigation in lator yoars and as soon 
as you cane against casos of husLing-up, you fought against 
such procedure with all dotornination4? 

4 Thet was just one of our nain activities. We were 
fighting against those casos of hushing-up which eroppod up 
in tho courso of proceodings which were being carriod out. 
Repeatedly, in various canps, we wcre able to have facts as- 
certained by our conumissions indicating that such hushing- 
up cases did exist, and in just such cases did we hold that 
guilty party responsiblc. 

Q And in your SS logal Systom, in 1953, could you fight 
against such typos of orinos ? 

4 The legal systom of tho ss, that is to say, a legal 
Systomn did not exist yot. Responsibility for tho carrying 
out of such eriminal proeoedings was with tho Judge Advocato 
department of tho gonoral legal system as bccomes apparent 
from this document. It was their task to hold tho guilty 
non rosponsiblo in such cases. 

& 4 document has boon put beforc you, D-924, GB 570, 


which is tho case of tho horriblo shooting of transports 
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carriod out by tho aecompanying jobe. You had to define an 
attitude toward thon. I have noticed you had not quite boen 
able to complete your ststemont because I boliove that you, 
according to your prosent improssion, wantod to say something. 
Would you like &o do that now? 

4 YcSs. I wantod to say that here we nro concerned with 
tho transport and that horo we aro concerned with accompanied

Witness Brill? 

4 I havo the knowledge necessary to answor tho question 
because fron the Systea, the legal syston and ay information 
concerning the strencth of the SS, I know thot the statoment 
by Witness Brill corresponds to tho facts stotod by the de- 
fense counsol. It is a fact that the statouont of Witness 
Brill includes tho lossos suffored by the "Jaffon-SS.  Thoso 
figures containod in this document hero nust bo ineroased by 
that figure which in tho course of tho war was lost in tho 


way of men and lcedors, lowerankingz loaders of the Weffon-SS, 
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which would then onable you tc draw your conclusions regard-

Q You said thsot tho ficure representing the S3 Econom- 
ic and Administrative Leading Department, which was responsi- 
ble for the administreotion of tho entire concentration camp 
System was $4,091 porsons. Does this mean persons who woro 
corrying out puroly clerical work? "ere thero in foct 24,000 
cloriecel workers in thot department?  jhat does that ficzure 
nean? 

4 The SS Eeonouie and idninistrativo Leading Department 
was an extrenely inflated orgonization which particularly, 
as the nane indicotos, had ec: its disposal a large organiza- 
tion of firnus and industries. All the nexbors wore fornuorly 
attached to the 4dainistrativo Eocononioc Chief Departnuent. In 
order £o make thoir position clear, that is to Say, keop thon 
free fron conpulsory sorvice in the arnod forees, they wore 
drawn into the jUeffoen-SS as a 1atter of form, 

Q As I understood you earlier, you had also said thest 
the zuarás should be ecunted into that fizurc? 

A I had not finishod my ^nswer to thst question. The 
euards in the concentrotion canps and the entiro personnel 


in concentration c2aps were also in zroup Dora personnel of 


the Chief aüministrative and Zconoaioc Departnont fron the 


point of view of orz^nization, and in as for as that is con- 
corned, thoy wore exclusively under Pohl's jurisdiction. I 
assuned that the ficure of tt 3e guards is included in the 


figure of 24,091. 
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Qe Please would you look at the fizure of 987 of the SS attached to 
the ieich Commissiíener for the Strengtheninz of German Naticnalism, German 
National Central Department, That ig merely an example, but were those 
987 men the only emplcyees of that loadinr departhent ?

not bo be called up. No orgenic tis of those percons with tho azanization 
of the SS existed in any case, but thore aro merely technical reasons which 
l have described which led to their -eing taken cver by the SS, 

Qe ell then, these statistics which Zre before us contain avproximately 
2005000 members of the SS. Is it correct, Mr iitness, that the statistics s 
whos that the sr'stem cf concentrati.n camps employed only about 25,000 mem 
bers of the SS by comparison ? 

Ae For the time of June 19hh, wuich is the ate cf this document, that is

As always, considerable difficulties were put in the way cof clearing 
up the situation, The feanasle Getainee, Eleancra Hodis, declared hersclf 
willing to assist the investigatinz commission of the SS ecurt with her 
testimony, provided the court wc-^ £uarantee her life, That gusranteo was 
g£iven, and it was possi^le to iet her out of auschwitz ancà transferred to 
Municrg9 In Munich, 3t the Gate givon , she submitted tho testimony, civing 
these gruesome details which formc ^ the basis cf proceecin s instituted 
against Hoess and many other colla;crators,. However, because of the collapse 
the procecdings could not be brgug. ^ to an end,

Wirt said that he had four oxter ^naticn camps and about 5,000 Jews were 


workinr at tho externinatior of Jows and tho soizure of Jewish proprorty. In 


ordor to win Jows for this businoss of oxtorninaticon and plunderinz of their 
fellow Jows, Wirt ,ave then frcodon ani, So to speak, ravo then a financial 
part in tho exploitation of tho victis. As a result of this attitude, this 
Jewish wedding had come about, 

Thon I asked iWirt how ho killed Jows vrith these Jewish agents of his, 
Wirt coscribed the whole procodure tt wont off like a film evory time, 

The oxtormination camps woro in tho East of the Govornrent Genoral and in big 
forests or uninhabited lan?s,  Thoy v :e built up like a villapgo,. The 
inhabitants expoctod to come into a city or sottlenente Tho train drove into 
what lockod like a railroad stoticn, Tho cperatinc personnol and tho train 
personnel left the area, Thon the cars wore opened and the Jows roo out, 
They wero surrounded by the Jowish details, and Kririnal Kommissar Virt 
or one of his representativos nado a s»ooch. Ho said, "Jows, you woro broucht 
to be resettlod, but beforo wo organizc this future Jewish Stato, you 

of course learn how to work. You must pick up & new occupatione You 

learn that here, First, ovory one must take off his clothes so that 

clothes can be disinfocted and you can be bathed so that no opidenics will 
be brought into the emp, 

After he had found such calming words for his victins , they took up the 
road to death. en and women werc sobaratede At tho first atation, one had 
to givo his hat; st the next one, his coat, his collar, his shirt, down to 
his shoes and socks. Those placos woro set up like chebkroons, and tho person 
Was pgivon a chock at each ono so that tho people believed that thoy wculd 
get thoir thinvcs back, Tho other Jos had to accept tho things and hurry 
up the now arrivols so that thoy could not have tine to think. Tho wholo 
thing was like ^n assonbly lino. At tho last stop they reachod a bir roome 
It was said that this was tho bath. hen the last one was in, tho doors wore 
Shut and the ras was lot into 

48 Soon as death had sot in, tho ventilatorg were started so that the 
air could be breathed agaeine The doors were opened, and the Jewish workors 
renovod the bodies. By means of à spocial procedure which jiirt had invented, 
thoy wore burnod in the opon air without tho use of fuel, 
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Was Wirt a nenber of tho SS? 
No, he was Krininal Konmissc^ in Stuttgart. 

Q Did youask Wirt how ho arrived at this dovilish Syston? 

Q Whon tfirt took ovor the extermination cf the Jews, he was already 
& Spocialist in mass destruction of hvnan beinrse He had previously carried 
cut the task of removing tho incurably insane. On behalf of tho Fuchrer 
hinsclf, through the Chancollory of the Fuehrer, at the beginning cf the war 
he had set up a detail, probably from agents and spies of the criminal 
police, irt described how he went o»out carrying out this assignment. Ho 
roceived no aid, no instructicns, but had to do it all by himself. He :3s 
Cgivon an institution in Brandenburgze  Thoro ho undertock his e xperinents, 
After much cconsidoration anl nany in^-.l2ual experiments, he caro to his later 
systom, and then this systen was us:d on & lerge scale, 

À cormission of doctors previcusly investizatod the files, and those 
insano who were considerod to be incurable woro put on à separete list. Then 
the institution one day was told to S.2d these patients to ancthor institution, 
Fron t^is institution the patient was transferred again, often moro than once, 
Finally he cease to Wirt's institution,  Thore he was killed 5y 58S and crenmatoed, 

This systen which deceivod tho instituticns and nade them unknowin 
&ccomplices, this systen that he worked cut with very fow assistants for being 
able toe xtorninate largo nurbors cf people, this system Wirt now emplcyed 
with à fow inprovorents in the externination of Jows. Ho was also given the 
assignnent by the Fuehror!s Chancollcory to e xtorminate the JOWS e 

Q The statements which irt naoc must have surpassed hunan imapination, 
Did you believe Yirt? 

À 1t first it seocred conplotely; fantastic to me,but in Lublin I saw 
ono of his eamps. It was a canp in which I found part of tho proporty of 
his victims. From the nunbor of thon -- thore werc a (reat numnbor of watches 
pilod up -- I had to realizo that atrocitirs vere being conrnittod here, 

I was shown tho valuables,. I novor st: so nuch ncney, espoeciolly foreign 
nonoy -- all kinds, from all ovor tho xorld. In addition, thoro wore cold 
barse 

l also scw that the headquarters frorwhich Wirt directod his operations 
Was vory sSnall and inconspicuous, o had only three or four pooplo working 
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there for him. I spoke to them too. I watched his courier arrive from 
Porlin, Tiergarten Strasso, tho FuoLo. r!s Chancellory, I investigatod lWirt!g 
maile 

Of course, I did not do all of this at this first visit. I was there 
frequontly. I prosecuted |/irt up to nis death. 

Q Did Wirt prive you names of people who were connected with this 
operaticn? 

À Not many names wore mentioned for the simple reason that the numer of 
those who participated could be ouuntod on one's fingers, I renonber one 
nane: I think the nane was Blankenbvr 5, lin Berlin,
